Safeguards 
Sought for 
Consumers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, bidding to put the 
90th Congress into the Record 
Book as the "Consumers' Con- 
gress," has outlined a new 
eight-point program 
for this 


year. 


The proposals, most of which 


had been detailed before Tues- 
day's special presidential mes- 
sage, Include Improved flsh and 
poultry Inspection, safeguards 
against home improvement and 
other sales frauds, a study of 
auto insurance and boating safe- 
ty standards. 


Some proposals, such as ra- 


diation standards, for color tele- 
vision and other electronic prod- 
ucts, already have won strong 
support at congressional hear- 
ings. 


Others, such as the Senate- 


passed gas pipeline safety bill 
and the measure to protect 
against electric power black- 
outs, have drawn strong Indus- 
try opposition but appear to 
have a good chance of enact- 
ment—if they can get out of 
committee. 


Despite 
frequently 
difficult 


fights 
in 
committee 
where 


closed sessions conceal many 
votes, only a handful of mem- 
bers have cast negative votes In 
public against the growing list 
of consumer-oriented bills.

382 to 4 last week by the House 
after a weaker bill had been ap- 
proved 92 to 0 by the Senate in 
July.

The massive assault on Ung

enemy push of the war, exceed- 
ing the furious nssaults on South 
Vietnamese cities and towns - 
lust week. 


The campaign against the cit- 


ies, the largest enemy offensive 
so far, has died down at most 
points after eight days, but Viet 
Cong forces still fought stub- 
bornly In Saigon and Hue.
